14,000 Hunters Apply 
For Special Permits 


Approximately 14,000 hopeful 
sportsmen already have applied 
for permits to hunt antlerless deer 
in four lower peninsula areas dur- 
ing a special gun season December 
41-10. 

In all, 21,800 such permits may 
be issued for the four areas. 

Deadline for mailing applica- 
itions for permits to the conserva- 
tion. department is October 10. If 

applications exceed the total of 
permits to be issued, as seems 
likely, selections of names will be 
made October 20. 

Forty-five hundred permits will 
be issued to hunt antlerless deer 
in Charlevoix, Antrim and north- 
eastern Grand Traverse Counties; 
15,000 in Leelanau, Benzie, Grand 
Traverse and Manistee Counties; 

in a portion of Allegan 
County; and 1,500 in Newaygo 
County north of highways M-46 
and M-82. 

Owners, lessees or sharecrop- 
pers who derive major portion of 
their livelihood from farms in 
areas in which they request per- 
mits to hunt during the special 
season are granted permits on re-

Veterans Bonus Act 
Two important amendments 
were also made to the state Vet- 
erans’ Bonus Act. The first of 
these extended the date, from 
March 19, 1949, to March 17, 1951, 14 
ithin which application for 
benefits -under~.the—provisions—of. 
that act could be filed. The 
other amendment liberalized resi- 
dential requirements for bonus ap- 
piicants. Such amendments have 
a direct bearing upon more-than 
5,000 border-line cases which are 
either pending before the adjat- 
ant general or have been refer- 
red by him to the state court of 
claims for final determination. As 
a result.of such liberalization of 
residential requirements. it. is_es- 
sential that more than two-thirds 
of such applications will now be 
approved, 
The large volume of work re- 
quired for a determination of these 
doubtful claims occasioned an- 
other act by-the legislature author- 
izing the appointment of an assist- 
ant_to the commissioner of the 
court of ¢ldirns.
